Tou didn't tUMW, poaslbly, that hU 
motbsrXa drsmmaker' there and pretty watt 
to-do, too, and that ahorCly attar her boa waa 
eondemned to death she wrote him a long let- 
ter. Tbat'lstier was nerer mada public. It 
ought not to be, and I am only going to t«U 
70U so much of its eoobents as may soit the 
purpce^ of my atory. Him gave up all hope 
for him on learning tha facta that oame out
